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HOCKEY RULES SIMPLIFIED 


The Game > 


Ice Hockey is undoubtedly the fastest, toughtest and one of the most dangerous. a 


games played by man. 

The players wear skates which enable them to literally fly over the ice. Each 
player has a stick in his hand, and the steel blades which are attached to the 
shoes of the players are razor sharp. 


A hockey team consists of approximately fifteen players only six of whom can 
play at one time. These six players play in the following positions: one goaltender ;, 
two defensemen and three forwards. The forward line is composed of a center, a 
right and left wing. Each player carries a hockey stick, usually made of ash, 
which does not exceed 58 inches from the heel to the end of the shaft and 1434 
inches from the heel to the end of the blade and weighs approximately 22 ounces. 
The blade of the stick does not exceed 3 inches in height, excepting the goaltender’s 


‘ 


which does not exceed 414 inches at the heel. 


‘The players propel a puck around the ice. The puck weighs 6 ounces, is made of 
special rubber, has slightly beveled edges and is 3 inches in diameter and 1 inch 
thick. The Ross-Tyer puck is used in professional hockey. 


The goaltender is supposed to keep the puck from going into his goal. The goal 
posts extend vertically 4 feet above the surface of the ice and are set 6 feet apart 
measured from inside of the posts. His two defensemen are chiefly charged with 
breaking up opponents’ plays and starting rushes against their opponents’ goal. The 
forwards are supposed to score goals and also to aid their team by ‘‘back-checking.” 


A hockey game consists of three 20-minute periods of actual play, time being 
“taken out’? every time there is a stoppage. Play is commenced and resumed after 
every stoppage by the Referee (or Linesman) dropping the puck between the 
sticks of two opposing players which action is called a ‘‘face-off.”’ There is a ten 
minute intermission between the first and second periods and between the second 
and third periods. If the score is tied at the end of 60-minutes play the game 
is declared a ‘‘draw’’ or ‘‘tie’? and each team is credited with one point in the 
league standings. If one team scores more goals it is declared the winner and 
receives credit for two points in the league standings while the loser receives none.

The Referee and Linesman 


It might be well to point out that hockey is the most difficult of all games 
to officiate. A Referee is called upon to make dozens of hair-line decisions during 
a game, most of which are a matter of judgment. Never in hockey history have 
these decisions satisfied every one and when that day arrives then hockey will have 
entered the ranks of tiddly winks, chess and hop-scotch. 


Referees are carefully selected from the ranks of former players who have 
served as officials in strong amateur leagues and as Linesmen in professional 
hockey. They are invariably family men who have had better than average 
educations, have a thorough knowledge of the game and the rules. They are 
absolutely unbiased and their only objectives are to exercise sound judgment and 
see that a hard, clean game is played. On account of the tremendous speed and 
continuous simultaneous action on many points of the ice at the same time the 
Referee has an assistant called a Linesman. The Linesman faces off the puck, 
calls the “offside’’ plays and also ‘“‘icing the puck.” He does not impose penalties 
but the Referee may consult with him to get his version of any incident which 
occurs during the game. 


Penalties 


Players are penalized for infractions of the rules by being banished from the 
game for various intervals depending omthe type of foul committed. 


There are six types of penalties, namely: Minor (2 minutes); Major (5 min- 
utes) ; Misconduct (10 minutes); Game Misconduct (balance of game); Match 
Penalty (balance of game, and the Penalty Shot (free shot on goal). 


Minor penalties are given for such infracticns as tripping, elbowing, interfer- 
ence, charging, slashing, hooking, spearing, cross-checking and a number of other 
offenses. 

Major penalties are given for injuries resulting from a player carrying his 
stick above the height of his shoulder and for starting fist fights. In the first 
instance if it is a deliberate attempt and, in the opinion of the Referee, an injury 
has been inflicted he can give a match penalty, which calls for banishment for the 
balance of the game, a fine and the case referred to the President of the League 
for further action. A major penalty may also be given, at the discretion of the 
Referee, for board-checking, charging, cross-checking, butt-ending, hooking, spear- 
ing and throwing stick. 

After a second major penalty in the same game an automatic 10-minute mis- 
conduct penalty is given, in addition to the regular penalty, which carries banish- 
ment for ten minutes and a cash fine. A substitute is allowed to play for the penal- 
ized player after the five minute major is served, but the penalized player must sit 
in the penalty box for the full 15 minutes. For minor and major penalties the team 
actually plays short handed for the duration of .the penalty. 


Misconduct Penalties are divided into two classfications—10-minute miscon- 
ducts and game misconducts. A misconduct penalty is a penalty against the player 
and not against the club as is the case with minor and major penalties. The 
penalized player must sit in the penalty box when serving a misconduct but a 
substitute is permitted to take his place in the lineup. A misconduct penalty is also 
given for foul or abusive language. A game misconduct is given when a player’s 
conduct is such that, in the opinion of the Referee, it is best for all concerned that 
he leave the ice for the balance of the game. You may rest assured that when 
such a penalty is imposed it has been well-earned by the penalized player. 


Match penalties are imposed when a player deliberately injures, attempts to 
injure or kicks another member of a club. In the first instance a substitute is 
allowed to play after 10 minutes and in. the last two instances, after 5 minutes 
The penalized player is through for the match, and the case referred to the 
president for further action. 


Delayed Penalties 


No team can be reduced to less than four players on the ice at any one time. 
If more than two players on the same team are penalized they take their place in 
the penalty box but a substitute is permitted to play for them until one of the 


previously penalized players returns to the ice when the substitute must immed- 


iately leave. Although a team is never reduced to less than four players all penalties 
must be served in full and when a situation develops where the third penalty is 
imposed that third penalty is called a “‘delayed penalty’’ since it does not take 


effect until one of the previous penalties has expired. | 


Handling Puck 


Sometimes a player will reach up and grab the puck, toss it to his feet and 
play it and the Referee stops the play. The reason? Well, in the opinion of the 
Referee, the player “‘closed’”’ his hand on the puck. This is illegal. A minute later 
another player will reach up, not close his hand, but bat the puck to the cf 
with his open hand and play it. Play is permitted to continue. However, i 
he batted the. puck deliberately to a teammate who played it there would be a 
whistle and faceoff. A player is also allowed to push the puck along the ice with 
his hand but is not permitted to push it into the goal nor direct it to a team- 
mate. It is a foul for a player to pick the puck off the ice while play is in progress. 


Off Sides 


A player of the defending team may pass the puck to a teammate from any- 
where in his own half of the ice up to the red line and the teammate may pick it 
up with his stick and proceed on the attack. If the puck goes over the red line, 
but the pass receiver’s feet are in his own zone or in contact with any part of | 
the red line and he reaches over and ‘“‘traps’’ the puck with his stick then the 
pass is still legal. But if both feet are over the red line when he picks up the pass 
then there is a whistle and the puck is faced off. 


The ice surface is divided into three fairly equal ‘zones’ by the two “blue 
lines.” A player may advance the puck towards the opponents’ goal by passing it 
to a teammate anywhere inside any one of the three zones. If, however, the puck is 
passed forward from one zone into another zone then the puck must enter that 
zone ahead of the pass receiver—in other words the pass receiver must be ‘‘on side.” 


No player of one team is allowed to be in his opponents’ goal zone ahead of 
the puck and if that happens there will be a whistle and ensuing face-off. 


However there are occasions when stopping the play for this reason would have 
the effect of preventing the other team from making a good play by intercepting 
the puck and starting an attack in the opposite direction. To meet this situation 
the rules provide for a ‘‘slow whistle.’”?’ Thus where a defending player intercepts 
the puck and carries or passes it back into the center (neutral) zone the Linesman 
will indicate ‘the offside by raising his arm full length above his head and permit 
the play to continue without blowing the whstle. If the defending player is not 
successful in getting the puck into the center (neutral) zone then the Linesman 
will blow a “‘slow’’ whistle and the ensuing face-off will take place in the usual 
way. 

Icing the Puck 


Years ago it was the practice among hockey teams to nurse a lead by con- 
stantly shooting the puck the length of the ice every time they gained possession 
of it so that their opponents would have to go back and get it and thus try and 
protect their lead. This was, and still is, called ‘icing the puck.’ To make 
this practice unprofitable the ‘‘icing the puck” rules was put in the book. Example. 
Team “A” shoots the puck out of its own half up the ice in such manner that 
it could not be considered as a “‘pass’’ and it goes all the way over the red goal 
line at the other end. This is “icing the puck.’’ The Linesman has been following 
the course of the puck and as it passes over the red goal line he raises his arm 
and the Referee blows his whistle and it is brought back for a face-off, near 
the goal of the team that iced the puck. On the very next play, team “‘A”’ again 
shoots the puck up the ice and once more it crosses the red goal line at the far 
end and the Linesman again raises his arm but this time the Referee waves his 
arms across his body incidating a ‘‘washout” or “no icing’ and play continues. 
The fans howl because to many it is a duplication of the previous play. But, in 
the opinion of the Referee, a player on the defending side could have played the 
puck while it was enroute up the ice and failed to do so, or a player of Team “A” 
could have picked it up as a legitimate pass and failed to do so The only time a 
team may “ice the puck’’ without the play being brought back and faced-off in its 
own end is when the team is below the strength of its opponents. 


Calling of Penalties 


A player on team ‘‘A”’ is carrying the puck and as he hits the blue line a 
player on team .“‘B” interferes with him illegally. The team ‘“‘A” player still retains 


control of the puck and is progressing towards the goal. They player on team 


“B” has committed a foul but the Referee does not immediately blow his whistle, 
he merely points at the player to indicate he is aware of the foul. The moment 
the player on team ‘‘A’”’ loses control to a player on team “B” or the puck rolls 
“loose” there is a whistle and the penalty is given. To have blown the whistle 
quickly while team ‘‘A”’ was still in control would have penalized team ‘‘A’’ by 
taking the scoring chance away from them before they had completed the play. 


Goals f 


There have been thousands of goals called back and disallowed and there will be 
thousands more. A goal is scored when the puck is COMPLETELY across the red 
goal line, from the front, between the two goal posts. It is well to remember that 
when the puck is out of sight of the Referee in the vicinity of the goal he will 
blow his whistle and stop the play. This is done for two reasons—to prevent the 
puck being put into the goal illegally (by hand or kicking it) and also to prevent 
injury in pile-ups. No play can be made after the whistle has sounded and so the 
Referee must decide whether the puck entered the goal legally before he blew the 
whistle. 

If the goal judge has flashed his light the Referee may consult him, but if he 
thinks that the puck was buried,and there is any question about the legitimacy of 
the goal then he will rule ‘“‘no goal.’ The goal judge only decides whether the puck 
actually crossd the goal line completely. He does not indicate how or when. 


Goaltender’s Crease 


In front of each goal on the ice is a rectangular box marked in red which 
is called the “crease” or “‘goaltender’s crease.’”? No opposing player is permitted to 
interfere with the goalkeeper in that crease and may not put their sticks, skates 
or body in the crease area before the puck is actually in the crease. If this rule 
is violated and a goal is scored it will be disallowed. However if a defending 
player pushes or holds an opponent in the crease so that he cannot avoid being 
ae a a goal is scored while he is being pushed or held the goal will be 
allowed.

The playing surface is as nearly 
as possible 200 feet by 85 feet and 
is marked off in three equal divi- 
sions by lines drawn across the ice. 
At each end is a goal, 10 feet from 
the fence. 


A circular spot six inches in di- 
ameter shall be marked in blue ex- 
aetly in the center of the rink and 
with this spot as a center a clir- 
cle of ten feet radius shall be mark- 
ed with a line two inches in width, 
also in blue. 

There shall also be a red line, 12 
inches in width drawn through 
center ice and continued vertically 
up the side of the fence or dasher, 
to be known as the “Center Line’”’.

let’s pretend that three players are 
skating toward the opposing goal. 
The player carrying the puck must 
cross the last BLUE line first. Oth- 
erwise, the whistle blows, and an 
offside called, and the puck is faced 
off. 


But, should a defending player 
acquire possession of the puck in 
his defending. zone, he has the priv- 
ilege of passing the rubber disc to 
any team-mate as long as the pass 
is completed this side of the center 
RED line. 


This eliminates considerable 
crowding in the corners. The de- 
fense men cannot play too close to 
the blue line, for they must be care- 
ful not to be caught out of position.

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Puck Leaving Rink 


When the puck goes off the ice at either end. 


or either side of the rink it shall be faced from 
where it was shot or if the puck shall leave the 
rink as the result of a deflected shot is shall be 
faced off at the spot from which it was deflected. 


Icing the Puck 


For the purpose of this rule the center line will 
divide the ice into halves. Shall any player of a 
team equal or superior in numerical strength to 
the opposing team shoot the puck from his own 
half of the ice beyond the goal line of the oppos- 
ing team, play shall be stopped and the puck 
faced-off at the rink end spot of the offending 
team, unless on the play the puck shall have 
entered the net of the opposing’ team, in which 
case the goal shall be allowed. 


Preceding a Puck 


Players from an attacking team must not pre- 
cede the puck into the attacking zone. If, however, 
a member of the attacking team precedes the 
puck into the attacking zone, and the puck is 
cleanly intercepted by a member of the defending 
team at or near the blue line, the offside shall be 
ignored and permitted to continue. If no intercep- 


be permitted. 


tion is made, the puck shall be faced-off into the 
neutral zone at a spot five feet from the line 
dividing the neutral from the attacking zone and 
immediately opposite where the face-off occurs. 


Tied Games 


If, at the end of the three regular twenty-min- 
ute periods, the score shall be tied, the clubs shall 
change goals and one ten minute overtime period 
shall be played. If the score is still tied the game 
shall be called a “TIE”, and each team shall be 
credited with one point in the League standing. 


Intentional Offside 


If in the opinion of a linesman, an off side play 
at the line dividing the defending zone from the 
neutral zone has been made for the purpose of 
stopping the game the puck shall be faced-off at 
the spot between the goal and the side of the rink 
in the defending zone of the offending team. If an 
intentional off side shall have been made from the 
neutral zone into the attacking zone then the puck 
shall be faced at the face-off spot five feet from 
the line separating the defending zone of the of- 
fending team from the neutral zone. This rule does 
not apply to the team below the numerical 
strength of his opponents.
